CLEVELAND, (O.) May 7.—Bishop 
Foss presided at the Methodist con- 
ference today.

MOB VIOLENCE GROWS. 


STREET-CAR TIE-UP IN MIL- 
WAUKEE NOT SETTLED. 


The Comgany Refuses to Listen to 
the Merchants or the Common 
Council—Many Arrests Made. 
New Men Desert. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRD.) 
‘MILWAUKEE, May 7.—The Com- 
mon Council took up the street rail- 
way strike matter at a special meeting 
last night, and adopted a resolution for 
the appointment of a.committee of 
five Aldermen to act in conjunction 


with a similar committee of the Mer- 


chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and the Railway Employés’ Union 
in an effort to mediate. A resolution 
instructing the City. Attorneyto take 
steps to vacate the franchises of the 
street railway company unless the offi- 
cers of that corporation agree to sub- 
mit the questions at issue between 
them and their late employés to arbi- 
tration. was also adopted. 

For the first time since the strike 
began, the police admit that the situa- 
tion is becoming serious, Though, the 
police force was strengthened by 
eighty-five special officers yesterday, 
Mayor Bauschenberger and Chief of 
Police Jannsen have decided that, in 
view of the demonstrations during the 
day, 100 additional officers should be 
sworn in at once. Disturbances con- 
tinue to occur in all parts of the city 
where attempts are made to run cars. 
The new men are stoned, car windows 
smashed, switches plugged and other 
acts of violence committed. The crowds 
are so scattered and so strong in num- 
bers that the police are unable to pre- 
serve order. Few cars are in operation 
and they are run jrregularly. 

The omy serious acts of violence com- 
mitted by strike sympathizers was the 
stoning of cars and the injury of two 
ladies by flying missiles. Several ar- 
rests have beén made. Some of the new 
men are constantly quitting, but more 
are engaged to take their places, and 
there is no lack of men to move the 
cars. The South Side lines have been 
abandoned on account of lack of police 
protection on the outskirts. : 

The refusal of the company to enter- 
tain any proposition for mediation from 
the Common Council and Merchants’ 
Association committees is generally 
criticised and tends to increase sym- 
pathy for the strikers. The matter has 


resolved itself into a fight to a finish, 


with the chances in favor of the com- 


way company was obliged to discon- 
tinue its very limited car service. Mobs 
congregated at many points, leading up 
the tracks, stoning cars, attacking the 
imported motormen and otherwise in- 
terfering. A dozen persons were in- 
jured by stones thrown by the rioters 


and several policemen received cuts and 


bruises. About twenty arrests have 
been made. Fifty men brought here 
to take the places of strikers left to- 
night after parading t streets with 
banners proclaiming thelr desertion of 
the company.

OMAHA (Neb.,) May 7.—Judge Shi- 
ras of the Federal Supreme Court to- 
day passed on the habeas corpuses- at 
Fort Robinson, in which Lieut. Landon 
and Bradden had been held un- 
der State authority for selling liquor 
without license, as officials in charge of 
the post exchange. 

The opinion of Judge Shiras was a 
comprehensive and elaborate statement 
of law pertaining to military reseva- 
tions in general throughout the United 
States. It exhaustively reviewed all 
the authorities. He upheld in the opin- 
ion a complete and absolute jurisdiction 
of the general government over the mil- 
itary reservation in question, and fur- 
ther, that the amendatory act of Ne- 
braska seeking to reclaim authority to 
enforce its liquor laws upon this reser- 
vation was nugatory.

‘WASHINGTON, May 7.—SENATE.— 
The bond resolution came up imme- 
diately after the morning business, and 
Senator Palmer of Illinois took the floor. 

“I oppose this resolution,” said he, 
“because I regard it as an illegitimate 
means of procuring material to affect 
and inflame the public mind.” 

The Senator went on to say that he 
did not suppose any Senator, except, 
possibly, the Senator from South Da- 
kota (Mr. Pettigrew) questioned the 
integrity of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. The Secretary's judgment perhaps 
might be disputed, the correctness of 
his acts might be questioned; but 
there was no question of integrity in- 
volved. Senator Palmer reviewed the 
platform utterances of the parties, cit- 
in the old adage, “The world do 
move.”

When Senator Vest first read this an- 
nouncement he immediately started for 
Washington and asked “His Excellen- 
cy” what had led to the perpetration of 
this outrage, the removai of a man of 
unimpeachable character and ability. 
The President brought out a newspa- 
per charging Col. Benton with perni- 
cious activity. Senator Vest had 
shown the charges to be unfounded and 
the President was just about to revoke 
the order after giving the public a let- 
ter openly lecturing Col. ton 
against any participation in politics 
while serving the government. 

Senator Cockrell interrupted at this 
point to ask as to the recent Michigan 
Democratic Convention at Detroit, de- 
claring that Federal officials had gone 
there as delegates instructed for silver 
and had voted against silver.

HOLMES DONS 
THE BLACK CAP. 
He Meets Death with 
Coolness, 


Hanged for What He Declares 
He Did not Do. 


His Only Victims He Says Were 
Two Women. 


The Murderer Prays on the Scaffold 
with His Spiritual Attendants. 
Story of His Monstrous Crimes 
_ and Atrocious Lies. 
cr ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 7.—H. H. 
Holmes was hanged at Moyamensing 
Prison this morning. The drop fell at 
10:12% o’clock. Half an hour later he 
was pronounced dead. His neck was 
broken by the fall. Even on the scaf- 
fold he was probably the coolest person 
in the solemn assemblage. In a few 
well-chosen words he proclaimed his 
innocence of any murder, including that 
for which he was convicted and hangéd. 
He declared that the only wrong-doing 
in the taking of human life for which 
he could be held responsible consisted 
in the death of two women who died 
as a result of criminal operations by 
his hands. He did not name these 
victims. 

Holmes spent the greater part of his 
last night writing letters. At midnight 
he went to bed, and slept soundly un- 
til 6 o’clock this morning. It took two 
calls to awaken him. Promptly aris- 
ing, he received a visit from his spiri- 
tual advisers, Fathers Daly and Ma 
Peak of the Church of the Annunci 
They administered the last sac- 
rament, and did not leave him until 
nearly 9 o’clock. During their absence 
he ate a breakfast of eggs, dry toast 
and coffee. 

At 10:02 o’clock, the Sheriff called 
together the official jury, and, after 
each man d answered to his name 
and subscribed to the certificate, the 
march to the gallows was begun. As 
the gathering stood in silence before 
the scaffold, a murmuring sound came 
from behind the partition erected im- 
mediately back of it. It was the dolo- 
rous chant of two priests accompany- 
ing the doomed man to the scaffold. 
They were uttering the Psalm Miser- 
ere. * 


At 10:08 o’clock they mounted the 
fatal platform. A moment of prayer 
elapsed. Then Holmes stepped the 
front of the scaffold and, resting his 
hands on the rail before him made 
his statement of innocence, as follows: 

“Gentleman, I have very few words 
to say. In fact, I would made no re- 
marks at this time, except that by not 
speaking I would appear to acquiesce 
in my execution. I only wish to say 
the extent of my wrong-doing in tak- 
ing human life consisted in the death 
of two women, they having died at 
my hands as the result of a criminal 
operation. I wish to state here, so 
there can be no chance of misunder- 
Standing, that [ am not guilty of tak- 
ing the lives of any of the Pitzel fam- 

„ the three children and Benjamin, 
the father, of whose death I was con- 
victed, and for which I am today to be 
hanged. That is all I have to say. 

His statement was received in abso- 
lute silence. Two minutes later he 
had finished his valedictory, then, at 
a silent signal from’ the priests, he 
bent his knees, his eyes fixed on the 
crucifix clasped in his thin hands. Un- 
til 10:12 o’elock prayer continued. Im- 
mediately afterward, he arose, shook 
hands with the priests.and lawyers, 
one in a firm voice bade them “Good- 

Without an instant’s delay his hands 
were bound behind him, and the 
black cap adjusted. Sheriff Clement 
placed the noose about his neck, and, 
after an instant of terrible stillness, 
the crack of the boit rang out like a 
pistol shot, and the murder had fallen 
to his doom. Consciousness left him 
instantly, said the doctors, although 
his heart continued its feeble beat for 
fifteen or twenty minutes. 

STORY OF HIS ORIME. 

The murder of Benjamin F. Pitzel, 
for which Herman Mudget, alias H. H. 
Holmes, was hanged today, occurred 
on Sunday, September 2, 1894. The 
crime was the culmination of a con- 
spiracy between the men to defraud 
the Fidelity Mutual Life Association 
of this city of $10,000 and the swindle 
was successfully accomplish2d. 

Holmes and Pitzel became  ac- 
quainted in Chicago in 1890. Pitzel 
was married, and had six children. He 
was poor, and was not averse to en- 


lucrative. Holmes had been practicing 
forgery and he induced Pitzel to en- 
ter the same line.“ In January, 1893, 
Pitzel was arrested in Terre Haute, 
Ind., for passing forged paper. Holmes 
went there and gave $1800 straw bail 
for Pitzel, who thereupon ran away. 
Holmes sent him to Fort Worth, Tex., 
under the name of Benton T. Lyman. 
He had with him a deed to property 
there, valued at $40,000, which belonged 
to Minnie R. Williams, one of Holmes’s 
victims. Holmes and a woman he 
called his wife subsequently joined 
him there and, giving out that they 
intended to build the finest building in 
the town, the men succeeded in borrow- 
ing something like 350 00%. Then they 
fled, stealing two carloads of horses 
as they went, and shipping them to St. 
Louis. 

It was after this incident that 
Holmes conceived the idea of having 
Pitzel’s life insured. He told Pitzel how 
easy it was to t an insurance com- 
pany with a substitute body, and Pit- 
zel fell into the scheme. The application 
was made at the Chicago agency. 
Pitzel was in full health, and the 
risk was considered first-rate. They 
— Chicago together to search for a

In August, 1894, Holmes and ‘Pitzel 
came east and Holmes rented the 
house at No. 1316 Callowhill street, a 
ramshackle old building, for Pitsel to 
start in the patent rights business un- 
der the name of B. F. Perry. Holmes 
called on Pitzel frequently. Pitzel was 
seen up to 10 o'clock on Saturday 
night, September 1. That night he 
drank a great deal before ht went to 
bed. Nothing was again seen of him 
until the following Monday, when Eu- 
gene Smith, a carpenter who had been 
employed to do some work in the 
house, found his body lying on its back 
on the floor of the second-story back 
room. The face was blackened and 
blistered as from burns, and near by 
lay a broken bottle which had con- 
tained benzine. By the side of the body 
was a pipe, partly filled with tobacco. 
Appearances indicated that an explo- 
sion had occurred while the man was 
lighting his pipe. The police believed 
it was an accident, and no one for a 
moment entertained - the theory of 
murder. The coroner’s jury gave a ver- 
dict of death from inhaling the fumes 
of chloroform. 

About three weeks after this occur- 
rence, J. D. Howe, a St. Louis attorney, 
after correspondence with Coroner Ash- 
bridge of this city, came here and as- 


serted that the body was that of Ben- 


gaging in dishonest business if it were’ 


jamin F. Pitzel, and that he (Howe) 
was here to collect $10,000 insurance 
from the Fidelity Company, for which 
amount a policy had been made out 
in favor of Mrs. Pitzel in Chicago a 
year before.

did Alice Pitzel, the 16-year-old daugh- 
ter of the dead man. With this un- 
equivocal testimony, the insurance 
company paid the money. 

Some time afterward, Marion C. Heda- 
peth, the notorious trainrobber, in jail 
at St. Louis, declared that Holmes, 
while in an adjoining cell, had told him 
of a conspiracy with Pitzel and Howe 
to swind'e a Philadelphia insurance 
company by the substitution of a 
body. Holmes was captured after a 
long chase by detectives. 

From the moment of his arrest, 
Holmes has been telling stories, in- 
genious, although conflicting. First he 
declared that the body found was not 
that of Pitzel but a substitute, and 
that Pitzel was in South America. 
Then he retracted this statement and 
averred that the body was Pitzel’s, and 
that he had committed suicide while 
despondent, and that he (Holmes,) in 
order to secure the insurance money, 


accident. 

Holmes was placed on trial in thie 
city for Pitzel’s murder on Monday, 
October last. The trial ended the 
following Saturday night in a verdict 
of guilty of murder in the first degree. 

‘The jury was out two hours and a 
half, “for the sake of appearance.“ 
They had ed upon their verdict 
in one minute’s time. The trial was one 
of the most sensational known to this 
or any other city. 

This is the story of the murder of 
Benjamin F. Pitzel, but with it is inter- 
woven the schemes and acts which 
brought about the killing of at least 
eight other victims. These were Alice 
and Nellie Pitzel; the little daughters 
of Benjamin Pitzel, who were asphyx- 
lated in a trunk in Toronto, Canada; 
Howard Pitzel, the young son, killed in 
Indianapolis, Holmes cutting up and 
burning the remains in a stove; Julia 


and a book-keeper for Holmes; Pearl 
Connor, her daughter; Emeline G. Ci- 
grande of Anderson, Ind., stenographer 
for Holmes; Minnie R. Williams of 
Fort Worth, Tex., his private secre- 


«dary, and Nana Williams, her sister. 


The murder of these persons has been 
fixed upon him almost certainly, but 
there are at least a dozen other cases 
which have been laid at his door. 
Holmes was born in Gilmantown, N. 
H., thirty-eight years ago. His par- 
ents were among the most respected 
persons in their part of the State. His 
father had been postmaster for more 
than twenty-four years. Holmes had 
two married sisters living in Boston and 
one brother. The murderer was first 
married to Miss Clara A. Loving of 
Loudon, N. H., in 1878. He afterward 
studied medicine, and lived with his 
wife but little. Later he married Miss 
Myrtle Z. Belknap of Willamette, a su- 
burb of Chicago. His third wife was 
Miss Georgiana Yoke of Franklin, Ind., 
whom he married in Denver. 

To facHitate his business of murder 
Holmes built his celebrated castle“ in 
Chicago, a three-story building, osten- 
sibly for stores and living apartments. 
The place was fitted up with padded 
rooms, secret chambers, vaults and 
quick lime vats, and this part of the 
story smacks of the romances of me- 
diaeval times. Here it is thought sud- 
den and violent deaths came to the 
Williams girls, Emeline Ci nde, Mrs. 
Julia Connor and her eight-year-old 
daughter Pearl. 

Minnie Williams, when a child, in- 
herited $40,000 from an uncle. When 
she became of age she went on the 
stage. In 1892 she met Holmes in Chi- 
cago, and became his stenographer, liv- 
ing with him as his wife. In 1893 she 
invited her sister Nana, then a school 
teacher in Teras, to visit her at the 
“castle.” “The sister came and soon 
afterward both girls disappeared for- 
ever. It is believed that Holmes killed 
them to get the $40,000. The Chicago 
police found several skeletons in the 
“castle,”” andetwo of them, they think, 
are all that remains of the hapless Wil- 
Hams sisters. Holmes, making a trade 
of murder, employed a private articu- 
lator, and had the skeletons of his vie- 
tims mounted and sold them for cash. 

Emily Cigrande was another em- 
ployed as stenographer for Holmes who 
suddenly disappeared. Mrs. Julia Con- 
nor was the wife of a jeweler who 
worked for Holmes. Through Holmes's 
attention to the wife the two were 
separated, and afterward both woman 
and her little daughter disappeared. 

Recently. Holmes evolved a so-called 
confession, detailing with horrible calm- 
ness how he hal exterminated twenty- 
seven fellow creatures, and coldly set- 
ting forth the varied and bloody tor- 
tures he employed. But the man was 
an atrocious liar, and several of those 
with whose murder he charged himself 
have since denied his story with their 
own lips. However, it is certain that 
the distinction he so obviously coveted 
of being the greatest monster of mod- 
ern times was fairly earned by the 
crimes that have been proven. 

At 12:30 o’clock the doors in the rear 
of the prison swung open and an under- 
taker’s wagon rolled out. In it was a 
plain casket containing the body. The 
Wagon drove rapidly to Mount Moriah 
Cemetery. where the casket was placed 
in a vault. Here it will probably re- 
main for two or three days, when it 
will be quietly interred in another 

aveyard. Whether or not it will be 

nally buried in consecrated ground or 
not depends upon Holmes’s last werds 
with Father Dailey and the will of 
Archbishop Ryan.

Indiana Willing to Instruct for 
Major McKinley. 


Reed’s Friends Are Gradually 


Falling from Him. 


More Harrison Talk—Why People 
Want Protection—Brooklyn Young 
Republicans—New Jersey and 
the Vice-Presidency. 


(Indianapolis Special to the New 
York Tribune:) Prominent leaders 
here who have been opposed to. the 
movement to have the State convention 
instruct delegates for McKinley next 
week admitted tonight that since IIII- 
nois has given instructions Indiana will 
probably follow suit. “There is an im- 
pression out,” said one of them, “that 
this action of Illinois practically nomi- 
nates McKinley, and there will be a 
general rush to get on the band wagon. 
I think it entirely likely that instruc- 
tions will be passed next week without 
opposition.” 

“I am inclined to . that the 
action of Illinois settles the question in 
Indiana,” said C. W. Fairbanks, who is 
likely to be one of the delegates-at- 
large, and has taken no part in the con- 
troversy. “The action of Vermont, fol- 
lowed by that of Illinois, has given such 
an added impulse to the McKinley sen- 
timent, already strong in this State, as 
makes it entirely probable that instruc- 
tions will be adopted.” 


He Deserts Reed. 


(Washington Post:) One of the un- 
kindest cuts which Speaker Reed has 
suffered in his Presidential aspirations 
is the attitude of Congressman Hooker 
of New York, who is now an avowed 
advocate of the nomination of McKin- 
ley. Mr. Hooker was a Reed man at 
the beginning of this Congress. He 
was made chairman of the Committee 
on Rivers and Harbors, one of the 
most desirable places in the House. To 
make him chairman Binger Hermann 
of Oregon, the ranking member of the 
committee, was turned down and was 
defeated for a renomination by his con- 
vention in consequence. Now Mr. Reed 
is made to feel the bitterness of disap- 
pointment and ingratitude in seeing his 
erstwhile favorite turning a “bicycle 
face” upon him and smiling a welcome 
to the rising sun of Ohio. 


Takes Harrison Ont. 


(Washington Star:) The proposition 
to bring Gen. Harrison into the field as 
A compromise candidate has, it is be- 
lieved, received a heavy blow. Senator 
Proctor, who was expected to lead an 
uneommitted delegation to St. Louis, 
was also expected to bring Gen. Harri- 
son's name forward at an opportune 
time, and thus raise the standard of 
a successful combination. But Ver- 
mont’s action, it is held, ties the Sen- 
ator’s hands. He and his colleagues, 
although uninstructed, must support 
Mr. McKinley, and will not be able to 
assist, even if a diversion in the inter- 
est of Gen. Harrison should be raised 
by delegates from other States. Will it 
be 2 now to defeat Mr. McKinley 

th Harrison? The Ohio men 
think sor Their favorite, they insist, 
has inherited all the strength that Gen. 
Harrison possessed prior to the writing 
of t.e letter which he intended should 
take him out of the race. His own State 
turned at once to Mr. McKinley, and 
now Vermont, where, through the in- 
fluence of Senator Proctor, he was 
strong, takes the same step.

LOCATING THE GUILT. 


A dispatch from Washington to the 
San Francisco Examiner, under date 
of May 4, says that Senator White has 
succeeded in tracing the responsibility 
for the substitution of Santa Monica 
for San Pedro, in one of the petitions 
for the people’s harbor, to a proof- 
reader in the Government Printing Of- 
fice. The dispatch is as follows: 

“Senator White has succeeded in fix- 
ing the responsibility for the altera- 
tion of the printed copy of the tele- 
grams sent from Los Angeles to the 
Committee on Commerce, substituting 
the name ‘Santa Monica’ for. ‘San Pe- 
dro. The telegram petitions for an 
appropriation for improving the inner 
harbor of San Pedro. 

“The authorities at the Government 
Printing Office wrote to Senator White 
today that the mistake had been made 
by the proof-reader who read a good 
deal about the debate on the merits of 
the two harbors and concluded that the 
petitioners desired Santa Monica in- 
cluded with San Pedro in any improve- 
ment that was to be made. 

“Senator White is not satisfied with 
any such explanation, and has . de- 
manded that the proof-reader be sent 
to the Capitol. He will put him under 
severe cross-examination tb endeavor 
to discover to whom he owes his ap- 
pointment, what influences could have 
been brought to hear upon him and cer- 
tain other important facts. After this 
examination he will decide whether or 
not to demand his dismissal. 

“The most impertinent act yet per- 
petrated upon the members of the Sen- 
ate Commerce Committee who signed 
the minority report against the appro- 
priation for Santa Monica is a circular 
sent to each one of them today by E. L. 
Corthell, one of Mr. Huntington’s en- 
gineers, who explained the advantages 
of Santa Monica over San Pedro before 
the Senate Commerce Committee. This 
gentleman has the effrontery to address 
his communication to Senators White, 
Berry, Caffery and Pasco, and to se- 
cretly criticise the minority report that 
Senator White has submitted. 

He starts out by stating that two 
years ago, as he was about to start for 
California, Mr. Huntington requested 
him to make an examination of the 
two harbors, but as he thought he was 
making the examination for a com- 
mittee of Congress, he determined to 
investigate the matter exhaustively. 
He endeavors to cover every point Sen- 
ator White has made in his report, and 
although he very humbly subscribes 
himself he rather insinuates all 
through his document that the gentle- 
men who signed the minority report 
8 know what they are talking 
about.“ 


The following from the Pasadena 
Star is quoted by the Evening Espee: 

“There is a strong suspicion among 
many well-posted people that if a good 
harbor is made at Santa Monica that 
place will in time become the port of 
entry and departure for a large amount 
of business that is now centered at 


Los Angeles, The belief is that it will 


come to pass that the Southern Pacific 
will not always be content to converge 
its lines of transportation by rail and 
water at a city whose people are con- 
stantly at war upon the corporation, 
and that the improvement of the har- 
bor at Santa Monica will prepare the 
way for transferring much of this 
carrying trade to that port. It would 
afford a route from ocean to ocean by 
way of Galveston that would have the 
ad vantage of all others in several im- 
portant respetts, and it is not unrea- 
sonable to believe that the anxiety of 
the Southern Pacific to secure govern- 
ment aid for the creation of a harbor 
at this southern terminus of the road 
is connected with plans of this kind.”

Monica as a harbor ‘site. : —

Something of the Life of „ruhe Gen- 
eral’s Big Boy.“ 


U. S. Grant, Jr., of San Diego, elected 
as a delegate-at-large to the National 
Republican Convention from California, 
was born in Bethel, O., in 1852. In his 
early youth he was a frequent com- 
panion of his distinguished father at 
Gen. Grant’s headquarters at the front 
of the Union lines, and many are the 
memories of the war veterans 
concerning the doings of the 
“General's boy” as he rode about 
among the great commands of gallant 
soldiers, thoroughly at home and much 
delighted in associating with the Boys 
in Blue.” 

His preparatory school days ended by 
his entrance into Harvard College in 
1870. Here he conducted himself with 
credit, and was graduatetd as an honor 
to his class in 1874. Entering the Co- 
lumbia Law School he was graduated 
from that institution in 18764 «4. 
mitted to the bar. He practiced his 
profession creditably and in 1880 married 
the daughter of Senator Chaffee of Coto- 
rado. ., 

The inclinations of Mr. and Mrs. Grant 
caused them to prefer a country life 
and in carrying out this desire they 
established one of the most delightful 
country homes to be found anywhere In 
the East, at Purdy, in Westchester 
county, about fifty miles from New 
York City. Here, with their five child- 
ren, in an old English style of house, 
with a schoolhouse in the park, sur- 
rounded by beautiful landscapes, the 
happy couple lived contentedly. 

Mr. Grant, who first visited Califor- 
nia in 1876, and who had business in- 
vestments in this State and in Arizona, 
was delighted with the Pacific Coast, 
and three years ago went to San Diego 
for the second time. He was greatly 
impressed with the progress of the city 
during the two years that had elapsed 


since his first visit; The climate and 


beauty of the place fascinated the en- 
tire Grant family, They at once estab- 
lished a home there. Jesse Grant ulso 
built a home there. 

At once Mr. Grant identified himself 
with the business interests of the 
county. He became a director of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Purchasing 
one of the best business sites in the city 
he built thereon one of the handsomest 
business blocks in the place. . Before it 
was completed he began building a sec- 
ond large, handsome block and also es- 
tablished a fine ranch-house on his 
ranch in the Sweetwater Valley. Fol- 
lowing this was the purchase of the 


‘historic Horton House on the plaza.

‘While always desirous of assisting the 
true welfare of San Diego, Mr. Grant 
maintains a strictly modest attitude 
wnenever urged to accept public. office.

When urged to repre- 
sent California as delegate-at-large he 
expressed a willingness to do his duty, 
and go if the people called upon him, 
but he resolutely declined to “cam- 
paign” for the honor.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER. There 
are fashions in plays, as in dress, and 
divers other things. For as much as 


several years past, cunning playwrights 


have made for themsevles reputation 
and lucre, have struck the popular 
fancy, to use a blase term, by seizing 
upon the latest fashion in literature, 
and, before the fancy has turried, skil- 


fully shifting the heroes and heroines 


from between the covers of a book- 
print to a place in front of the flicker- 
ing footlights, on the stage. And 
the public has hastened to the play- 
house to enjoy by seeing what had 
been previously enjoyed by the mere 
reading thereof. 

-rilby” and “Fauntleroy” and 
‘Puddin’head,”. and a half-score of 
others have been ready material for 
the cunning playwright before referred 
to, and the fashion which began some 
time ago has grown to the proportions 
of a craze, founded on perfectly sane 
premises, This is apropos of the piece 
in which Richard Mansfield chose to 


‘appear last evening at the beginning 


of his short engagement in this city. 
Mansfield is typical of nothing so much 
as what the Germans call the “Zeit 
geist“ —the “time spirit.” His work 
conveying the impression and the cor- 
rect impression that he is superior and 
immeasurably above that which has 
ever preceded him, in his line, he is in 
this just so typical of the times and 
the people in which and among whom 
he moves—the American people and the 
— days of the nineteenth cen- 
ury. 

Mansfield would perish before con- 
senting to appear in a dramatization of 
“Trilby,” even though he might be 
cast as Svengali. ‘‘Trilby”’is too com- 
mon, too—well, too much liked by the 
parvenu in art and literature. But the 
fasRion of whisking characters from 
a novel to the stage is partly impera- 
tive, and Mansfield recognizes the de- 
mand by producing a play, founded 
upon the motive and plot and e o- 
ters and story of a novel. 

Mansfield reveled last evening in the 
play of “‘Rodion, the Student,” adapted 
by Meltzner from the Russian of Dos- 
toyeveky’s book, “Crime and Punish- 
ment.” The genius that has given 
Mansfield a name among the greatest 
of American actors, found, not per- 
fect nor even adequate expression, in 
the character of Rodion, the Russian 
student, poor, ambitious, morose, hat- 
mad, a murderer and a suicide, but 
enough of opportunity is given by — 
character, the lines and the play, for 
a clean- cut, delicately-chiseled, and 
oe SH out piece of dramatic 
work. 

Woven into the story of Rodion 4re 
a half-dozen characte that in the 
hands of the capable company sup- 
porting Mr. Mansfield, act as rare foils 
for the work of the latter. Rodion is 
a student ina Russian city, with 
roystering companions, fond of liquor 
and women—common women—and from 
these Rodion is as separate as oll from 
water. A Jew, an old and haggard 
Jew, a money-lender, with enough vil- 
lainy in his soul to sink a dozen 
men in perdition, is the object of 
Rodion’s hatred. The Jew has ruined 
a girl, a defenceless girl, with an old 
father, and some, young children, and 
Rodion, in a queer fashion, loves the. 
girl—Sonia, an outcast. The money- 
lender, with the girl in his grasp, 
treats her in a way to stir the biood of 
a stoic. It stirs Rodion. Ensconced in 
a recess of the Jew’s house, his das- 
tardly work is watched by the student. 
Murder, for revenge, is the next step. 
Not for revenge alone. Poverty, bitter 
and hard, has crushed the proud young 
man’s heart, and, with murder, the 
crime of robbery and plunder is at- 
tached. From thence on, Rodion the 
student, become Rodion the murderer 
is tortured by a demon of unrest, and 
ike Macbeth, is troubled by his crimes.

The Yeering of the Wind Saved 
the Place. 


The Lowe Block and the Wilshire 
Block Destroyed—One Cottage 
Ruined and Another Badly 
Scorched. 


The worst fire the town of Long 
Beach has ever known burst forth 
early yesterday morning and the blaze 
was not extinguished until fully $6000 
damage was done: Serious as is the 
loss, the citizens of the pretty seaside 
town rejoice that the whole place was 
not destroyed, a calamity that seemed 


imminent. 

The principal business portion of 
Long Beach is along Pine street, which 
runs inland from the sea. A short dis- 
tance back from Ocean avenue, on the 
right side as one comes from the ocean, 
stood a two-story and a half building 
owned by W. Lowe, a frame structure 
at the rear of which occured the mur- 
der of Eliikan on November 23, 1894. 
The lower story of the building was 
occupied by a firm of grocers, Ams- 
bury & Co. The proprietors lived ,in 
the upper part of the building. 

At 5:30 o’clock yesterday morning a 
gasoline stove on the second floor either 
exploded or blazed up, setting fire to 
the dry, flimsy structure. Every effort 
Was made to extinguish the blaze, but 
in vain. The whole upper floor was 
soon in flames. Almost all the furniture 
Was removed. Then the attention of 
the workers was devoted to rescuing 
the merchandise in the grocery store. 

Fortunately for the town, the high 
winds which have prevailed for many 
days, had calmed down. The air was so 
tranquil that the smoke rose almost 
straight up into.the sky. If the wind 
had been blowing, the town would 


was, the heat from the Lowe Block 
Was so intense that the adjoining 
buildings began to burn. 

A cottage on Pine. street, the next 
house toward the ocean from the gro- 
cery store, occupied by W. Lowe, the 
owner of the burning bullding, also 
burst into flames. In the rear of the 
grocery store is a narrow alley, and 
then a two-story block owned by H. C. 
Wilshire of Los Angeles. The lower 
floor was occupied by a druggist, R. 
A. Douglas, who had a stock worth 
$1300, carrying an insurance of $600. The 
Wilshire building caught fire from the 
flying cinders and the intense heat of 
the Lowe building.

n ® recently- built electric-Üight 
Works. It was known that in the oa 
ment of the building was a cement cis- 
tern, containing 5000 barrels of oil. 
Realizing the danger to the town if this 
building caught fire, everything pos- 
sible was done to save it. The manager, 
I. Cutt, jumped into an express wagon 
and drove like mad to his home. He 
tore a carpet from the floor and hur- 
ried back to the scene of the fire. The 
res was spread over the part of the 
building most in danger. A mixture of 
flour and salt, thoroughly wet down, 
was used on exposed places. By this 
prompt action the building was saved. 
The town of ‘Long Beach is poorly 
supplied with water for fighting fire. 
There are water-pipes all through it, 
but the pressure is weak. A bucket 
brigade was organized to fight ‘the fire, 
and in order to expedite matters a pipe 
was broken off short and the water 
allowed to collect in a large hole, 
whence it could be easily dipped up. 
But fighting a big fire by buckets is 
slow work, so a telephone message was 
sent to Los Angeles asking for aid. 
The Southern Pacific furnished a spe- 
ola train free of charge, and Engine 
No. 1, of Los Angeles. with 2000 feet 
of hoge, boarded a box-car and sped 
down to Long Beach. By the time the 
apparatus arrived, the fire was nearly 
over, so its service was not needed. 
When the fire was all out and people 
began to count up final results. it was 
decided that the loss was about $6000. 
The insurance on the Lowe building 
was 31500; loss about $2500 or $3000. The 
grocery stock of Amsbury & Co., was 
insured for $3500. Much of this mer- 
chandise was saved. The loss on the 
Lowe cottage is about $400. The WII- 
shire Block, worth probably $3000, was 
insured for $1000. The other losses 
were incousiderable. 
The net result is two burned blocks, 
one half-destroyed cottage and a num- 
ber of scorched buildings. 
Some of the men who helped to 


carry merchandise out of the grocery 


store and the drug store, were burned 
or choked wtth smoke so as to feel 
unpleasant after-resylts, but R A. 
Douglas. the proprietor of the drug 
store, was the oniy one to sustain 
serious injury. ‘While directing and 
helping in the work of rescue, he 
sprained the ball and instep of his foot 
in a painful way.

JUST WHAT THEY WANT. 


A Hitching Ordinance Satisfactory 
to the Merchants and Hackmen. 
After the long-continued game of 
battledore and shuttlecock which the 
City Council and City Attorney and 
Board of Public Works have had with 
the now famous hitching-ordinance 


question, it begins to look as though |. 


a solution of the difficulty was about 
to be had. 

The merchants and hackmen, who 
were the contending parties in the mat- 
ter, have prepared an ordinance, jointly, 
which is declared to be satisfactory to 
both sides, and which all the mer- 
chants and all the hackmen are confi- 
dent will just fill the bill. -It will be 
remembered that at the last meeting of 
the Board of Public Works the trouble- 
some question of properly regulating 
the hitching and standing of vehicles 
on the main business streets was re- 
ferred to the City Attorney, and the 
merchants and hackmen, to get up such 
an ordinance as would be satisfactory 
to both parties. 

Yesterday the merchants and hack- 
men submitted to the City Attorney 
the draft of an ordinance which they 

lared suited each side. Today the 
City Attorney will go over this ordi- 
nance and put it in shape for presenta- 
tion to the Council. He has already an- 
noun however, that a number of the 
provisions contained in the ordinance 
submitted to him cannot be enforced, 
and will not therefore be incorporated 
in the ordinance, which will be sub- 
mitted to the Council next Monday. 
The full text of the ordinance which 
morchants and hackmen have 
agreed upon is as follows: 

Section 1. Between the hours of 7 
a.m. and 6:30 p.m. hacks, cabs, coupes, 
gurneys and other like vehicles, com- 
monly called public carriages, shall be 
limited in the number standing at any 
one time on each block as follows: On 
Spring street between Temple and 
Fourth ‘streets, and on Broadway be- 
tween First and Fourth streets, only 
three of the public carriages referred 
to shall be permitted to stand on each 
side of one block at any one time. On 
First, Second and Third streets, between 
Main and Broadway only two of the 
public carriages referred to shall be 
permitted to stand on each side of one 
block at any one time. Public carriages 
referred to, standing at the curbs of 
any of the blocks included in the two 
preceding paragraphs shall never be 
less than 100 feet apart. 

Sec. Between the hours of 7 
A. m. and 6:30 p.m. it shall be unlawful 
for any person to leave or cause to be 
left any express wagon, truck, furni- 
ture van, delivery or other wagon of 
like nature standing on any portion of 
the following streets, except when the 
same is being used for its delivery and 
reception of gogds: Broadway, be- 
tween Second and Third streets; Spring 
street, between Temple and Third 
streets; Main street, between First and 
Third streets, — all of Franklin street. 
Only one exp wagon and no other 
vehicles above named will per- 
mitted to stand on each side of one 
block at one time on the following 
streets: Spring street, between Third 
and Fourth streets; First street, be- 
tween Main and Broadway; Second 
and Third street, between Main and 
Broadway. 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful to 
leave any horse standing hitched or 
any other vehicle not mentioned in the 
peceding paragraphs, standing upon 
any portion of above streets within the 
limits mentioned for a longer period 
than thirty minutes. 

Sec. 4. All owners of vehicles men- 
tioned in section 1, shall pay a license 
of $2 per month for each vehicle, and 
all owners of vehicles mentioned in 
section 2 shall pay a license of $1 a 
month. Each vehicle of both classes 
shall have a number painted upon it 
or permanently affixed to it, and the 
number, owner's name and date shall 
be registered in the office of the City 
Clerk. It shall be a misd@meanor pun- 
ishable with a fine of $100 for any vehi- 
cle owner to have the same number du- 
plicated on two vehicles mentioned in 
sections 1 and 2 or to use any num- 
ber already on any other vehicle. 

Sec. 5. No person shall be per- 
mitted to drive any vehicles mentioned 
in section 1 except the owner of such 
vehicle without procuring a license 
to drive that class of vehicle and he 
shall be required to wear a driver's 
numbered badge when on duty. Each 
driver except he be the owner thereof 
shall pay an annual license of $2.50,

TRAVELS UNDER WATER. 


Work Upon a Wonderful Submarine 
Boat Begun in New York. 


(Chicago Chronicle:) Work has be- 
gun at New York on a submarine boat 
for which the inventor, James Gres- 
ham, claims wonderful powers, and its 
| completion may mark an eventful 
epoch in the construction of sea-going 
craft. The model apparatus consists of 
a cylinder of polished steel about 30 
inches long and 8 inches in diameter, 
tapering in- somewhat blunt curves to 
each end. Around the cylinder from 
one end to the other extends a thin steel 
flange, fastened spirally so that the 
flange—always at right angles to the 
cylinder—encfrcles the cylinder about 
three complete turns. As the cylinder 
revolves on its axis, the flange has an 
effect on the water in which the cyl- 
inder floats somewhat like that of a 
screw propeller. In other words, the 
spiral flange while revolving . pushes 
back against the water so that the cyl- 
Inder is forced upward. As this flange 
encircles the cylinder from end to end, 
it can easily be imagined that the push- 
ing force exerted is great compared to 
the size of the cylinder. and the ordin- 
ary screw. At each end of the cylinder 
rises a bent tube about one and one- 
quarter inches in diameter and six 
inches long. These tubes are open at 
the tops, and just below the tops are 
encircled by miniature conning towers. 
At one end of the cylinder is a steel 
rudder attached to a heavy steel keel 
hanging below the cylinder. 

The upright tubes—which are some- 
thing like bent smoke-pipes or air- 
shafts—rise from each end of the cyl- 
inder’s axis. They are joined to an 
inner cylinder. Around this inner cyl- 
inder and with bearings where the up- 
right tubes join it, the outer flange 
cylinder revolves while the inner shell 
does not revolve, but preserves an 
equlibrium. Men of genius from var- 
ious sections of the eastern States have 
examined a three-foot working model in 
Gresham’s factory. and have declared 
it to be mechanically perfect

a matter of conjecture. The inventor 
himself refuses to make an estimate, 
but says the deeper it is submerged 
the greater will be its velocity. He 
says, however, that five miles a min- 
ute will not be an extravagant claim to 
make. All the cdOmpartments of the 
-vessel will be water-tight, and in cases 
of puncture or accident of any kind 
repairs can easily be made.

ARID LANDS. 
The Geological Survey appears de- 
termined to depreciate the possibilities 
of irrigation in the arid regions of 
the United States. In the recently 
published report of the survey, Mr. 
Newell, the expert, makes this state- 
ment: 
“The estimates of the water supply 
of this State show that, while there 
is an excess for the humid and sub- 
humid portions, there is a great de- 
ficiency for the remainder of the State, 
there being probably not enough to 
cover the lands now in private owner- 
ship; should these be in such position 
as to have water brought upon them. 
It is impossible to utilize for agricul- 
ture more than a very small precent- 
age of the vacant public lands, espe- 
clally those in the southeastern part, 
although it is probable that by means 
of wells and storage reservoirs small 
settlements may be established at such 
localities that the grazing can be used 
to better advantage than at present.” 
What right has Mr. Newell to say 
that it is impossible to utilize for agri-, 
culture more than a very small per- 
centage of the vacant. public lands, es- 
pecially in the southeastern section, in 
view of the wonders that have. been ac- 
complished by means of irrigation in 
such unpromising localities as Pasa- 
dena and Riverside, and Ontario and 
other places, now flourishing towns 
and cities, for the sites of which it 
would have been difficult to get 85 
an acre twenty-five years ago? The 
Geological Survey should send some 
trustworthy man out here to thor- 
oughly investigate the subject and get 
more.in touch with the facts. Such 
misstatements do much to increase the 
contempt that is often felt by Califor- 
nians for Washington officials, who 
either do not know or do not care about 
the Pacific Coast and its interests. 
FARM MORTGAGBS: ~~ 
Recent articles in some of the San 
Francisco papers are calculated to give 
the public the impression: that the own- 
ers of farming lands in the agricul- 
tural counties of the State are gener- 
ally weighted down with mortgages 
beyond hope of extrication, also that 
the savings banks of the city have 
loaned imprudently on such lands, and 
that their value has fallen so much 
that the security is po longer good. 
n the latest issue of Magee’s Real 
Estate Circular, a table is published to 
show that these ideas are not founded 
on fact. For the purpose of compari- 
son seven counties of, the State are 
taken in which the mortgage indebted- 
ness is the largest. These are Fresno, 
Merced, Stanislaus, Tulare, Colusa, . 
lano and San Luis Obispo. The table 
shows that in no one of the counties 
is real estate assessed for more than 
two-thirds of its value, while the per- 
centage of mortgages to the security 
in the seven counties varies from 59 
to 85 per cent. of the assessed value of 
the mortgaged property. The circular 
has the following encouraging remarks 
on the real situation, in regard to mort-

A TWO-HUNDRED STORY BUILD- 
ING. 

Developments in the line of big build- 
ings in eastern cities have been so 
wonderful during the past few years 
that it takes something entirely out 
of the ordinary run to excite any sur- 
prise on the part of the public. Such 
is the latest scheme, described a short 
time ago in the New York World. for 
a building that is to be 200 stories high. 

The World gave the following partic- 
ulars in regard to this extraordinary 
scheme: 

“A capitalist of this city, submitted 
the idea of this building to Harding & 
Gooch. At first they regarded the idea 
as visionary... “Examine it carefully. 
said their cHent, and make your re- 
port.” The architects did so. They 
concluded that their part of the work 
was practical and practicable; that a 
200-story building could be erected, pro- 


to construct it was forthcoming. 

“This huge pile will be called the 
‘King building. Its plan somewhat ae 
sembles that of the Eiffel Tower, that 
wonder of the last Paris Exposition. 
But the King building will be nearly 
three times as high as the Eiffel Tower, 
and its construction presents vastly 
greater difficulties. 

“The structure will occupy one large 
city block; a block of the dimensions 
of that between Fifth and Sixth ave- 
nues, Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
streets. It wit ofcourse; de built of 
steel, just as the buildings that are 

ow considered tall are built of steel. 
The framework of these buildings is 
like that of a bridge. ‘The bridge is 
placed on end and surrounded by an 
outer wall of stone or granite. 

“In the 200-story bullding the bridge 
will. be longer, that’s all. The King 
building will have 120,000. square feet 
of space on each floor; 24,000,000 square 
feet. of space on the 200 floors. It will 
contain 100,000 separate offices and 
suites. It will accommodate 400,000 peo- 
ple under one roof. Necessarily the 
first question to be answered in plan- 
ning for this sky-piercing structure was: 
‘How will people reach the upper sto- 
ries?’ The answer is: ‘By electric 
elevators.’ 

“In the King building there will be 
express elevators and way elevators. 
The express elevators will stop, say at 
twenty-fifth, fiftieth, seventy-fifth, one 
hundredth floors, and so on to the top 
story. It has been calculated that the 
express elvators will make the jour- 
ney—the word trip scarcely describes 
it—will make the journey from the 
basement to roof in two and a half 
minutes. The way elevators will stop 
at each story where passengers await 
them, making an ordinary journey in 
ten minutes. There will be at least fifty 
elevators... 
_ “It is the purpose of the projectors 
of the building to gather on its com- 
modious floors. 200 distinct communities 
of ‘business men. On one floor will be 
the jewelers, on another the - harness- 
makers, and so on. So the conduct of 
great interests will be simplified and 
more work can be done in that building 
in four hours than can be accomplHshed 
elsewhere in an ordinary work day of: 
eight or ten hours. 

“In the building will be retail cloth- 
ing stores, haberdashers's shops, bar- 
ber-shops, restaurants, a physician's 
office and a drug store. In fact, it will 
be a city under a roof. It is proposed 
to lay out that vast roof as a garden 
in summer and to inclose it in glass in 
winter. It is also expected that some 
invaluable .meteorological knowledge 
will be obtained by means of the ob- 
servations taken by the United States 
Signal Service at such a tremendous 
height.“

THE LONGEST TUNNEL. 


Under Pike’s Penk and Neighbor- 
ing Mountains. 


“Colorado is going to have the long- 
est tunnel in the world,” said Richard 
Jones in conversation with a St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat man a few days ago. 
“Within a few years the Mont Cenis, 
St. Gothard and Simplon tunnels under 
the Alps will not compare with the one 
to be constructed. ‘ 

“A company has undertaken to do 
forty-eight miles of tunneling under 
Pike’s Peak and the territory near by. 
It will begin at Sunderland Creek, near 
Colorado City, and run in a southwest- 
erly directlon to a creek some distance 
beyond Independence and Victor. It is 
to be bullt for a double-track railway 


railway tunnels, fourteen feet wide and 
eighteen feet high. A branch line will 
leave the main tunnel at a point under 
Independence and run to Cripple Creek, 
Placing that mining center within .six- 
teen miles of Colorado City. The dis- 
tance betewen the two is by rail at 
present fifty-four miles. 

“The two mouths of the main tunnel 
are to have the same altitude,. 6800 feet, 
and the grade of the tunnel will be one 
foot to the hundred, enough to drain it 
well. This will give the divide an alti- 
tude of about 7400 feet. The summit of 
Pike’s Peak is 14,000 feet above the sea, 
and Cripple Creek nearly 10,000. The 
plan includes also laterals or cross tun- 
nels at several different points. One is 
to be at or under Crystal Park and an- 
other under Cameron's Cove. The long- 
est one will cut the main line not far 
from Bald Mountain, and run under 
that peak in ane direction and under 
the summit of Pike's Peak in the other. 
This cross-tunnel will be over fifteen 
miles long. Then another tunnel is to 
connect this cross-arm with the main 
line, joining the latter nearer the south 
and the branch on the west side of 
Pike’s Peak. It will run under the min- 
ing camp of Gillet and not far from 
Grassy. . 

“The amount needed for the tunnel 
work is 320.000.000. A contract now in 
escrow in Colorado City requires that 
the work shall be commenced within 
ninety days. The intention is to have 
forty-eight miles tunneled and the main 
line in operation before March 1, 1906.“

TRANSPORTATION OF GOLD. On 
Sunday last The Times published an 
interesting article showing the great 
risks that are taken in transporting 
gold across the Atlantic and picturing 
the comparatively easy job which it 
would be for a party of determined 
men to hold up one of these vessels and 
plunder. it. A dispatch from New York 
announces that all the transatlantic 
steamship lines have advanced the rate 
on gold freights, giving the opinion that 
the rates charged are not fair to them 
with such risks involved. It is be- 
lieved that this advance in freights may 
an present outward movement 


COMMERCIAL. 

SHIPMENTS OF CALIFORNIA 
PRODUCTS. Gen. N. P. Chipman, 
chairman of the Committee on Indus- 
trial Resources of the State Board of 
Trade, recently submitted an interest- 
ing annual report ofshipments of fruits, 
nuts, wings and brandy and vegetables 
out of the State during 1895. 

The tables show that we sent out of 
the State during the year of fruit, nuts, 
wine, brandy and vegetables, 48.871.1 
carloads of ten tons each. This is a 
gain over 1894 of 5346.4 carloads, and a 
gain over 1893 of 8042.6 carloads. 

The shipments of fruit alone have in- 
creased from 16,195 carloads in 1890, to 
37,160 carloads in 1895. 

Compared with 1894, fresh deciduous 
8 by rail tell off 2353 carloads in 


Dried fruits by rail gained 1007 car- 
loads; citrus fruits gained 5550 car- 
loads, the total being 11,446 carloads— 
the largest output in any year. 

Raisins have increased steadily, al- 
er there was a slight falling off 
in 1895 from 1894. The raisin crop now 
averages about 4600 or 4700 carloads. 

Wine and brandy shipments have in- 
creased each year, and in 1895 were 
nearly double those in 1891. 

The canned fruit shipments fell off 
about 40 per cent. 

Gen. Chipman says: 

“Since I began to report shipments 
of vegetables in 1893, the exports have 
fallen off nearly 50 per cent. 

“The gain in 1895 over 1894 of fruit 
shipments is fully accounted for in the 
gain of citrus fruits alone. The gain 
and loss of other fruits about equalize 
each other. The orange crop of 1894 
was cut short by frost, and hence the 
apparent large increase in 1895. The 
crop of deciduous fruits was shortened 

frost in 1895, which accounts 
for the lack of normal increase 
over 1894. My belief is That with 
a full output of ul kinds of fruit 
trees now. in bearing, we would have 
fully 50,000 carloads for export. 

“Our vegetables, wine and brandy 
would add 12,000 carloads. I now 
make the prodiction that we shall 
export over 75,000 carloads in the year 
1900 of the products of our orchards, 
vineyards and gardens. ; 


is the showing that there were sent 
away from Northern California 136.8 
carloads of oranges in 1895. The output 
is much larger. but as the Northern 
California oranges ripen earlier than 
in Southern California by about one 
month, the local demand takes the 
greater part of the product. In 1891 
we exported only four carloads from 
the North, | 

In 1890, it will be remembered, I 
undertook to show that the value of 
our fruit exports was greater than 
the yadiue of our wheat exports, The 
were a surprise to everyone 
w had not carefully studied the sit- 


uation. Fruit then brought prices. 
nearly double tne prices of 1395. eat 
was figured at 70 cents a bushel. Our 


fruit then exceeded in value our wheat 
by half a million dollars. Since then 
the wheat has fallen off in value and 
also in yield. Fruit. has fallen in value, 
but has more than doubled in yield.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. _ 

MINING IN SOUTHERN CALIFOR- 
NIA. There is a steady increase of in- 
terest in mining throughout this sec- 
tion, all the way from the Mexican 
line to the Kern River. The Colorado 
River region, extending from the Need- 
les to Yuma, continues to be the prin- 
cipal seat of mining activity. Around 
the McHaney mines, near Indio, a num- 
ber of new strikes have been made 


lately, of which great things are ex- 
pected. In the Perris’ country the de- 
velopment of the mining resources con- 
tinues steadily. As recently announced 
in The Times, a settlement has been 
had in New York of the litigation in 
connection with the Good Hope mine, 
and it is expected that work on this 
property will soon be resumed in ear- 
nest. The complications of the Santa 
Rosa mine have also been settled and 
work is to be pushed on that property. 
Many prospectors are going through 
the desert country in the neighborhood 
to Mojave and strikes are almost daily 
reported from that region. Altogether, 
the outlook for gold mining in South- 
ern California is more encouraging 
than it has ever been. Many of those 
who rushed up to Alaska from this 
State have begun to return. The Times 
would again call attention to the extra 
inducements afforded for the develop- 
ment of mines in a section where com- 
munication is good, supplies cheap and 
the climate an ideal one all the year 
round, in comparison with a region 
where work can only be prosecuted 
three or four months in the year and 
where enormous prices have to be paid 
for all necessaries. .

VENTURA COUNTY. 


Rain in the Simi apd Las Posas 
Valleys. 


VENTURA, May 7.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Last night the mountain 
district lying to tHe north of the 
county line was visited by quite an 
extensive rain, but no definite figures 
can be furnished of the amount of pre- 
cipitation. The storm moved steadily 
south and west, and reports reached 
here this afternoon that the Simi’ and 
Las Posas valleys received an average 
of .60 inches early this morning. As 
this section was sadly in need of rain, 
having received less than any. section 
of the county, the farmers (principaliy 

ey raisers,) are happy to a degree. 
The rain this morning will result in a 
saving of thousands of dollars to grain 
and small bean farmers. This after- 


‘noon there were light showers in the 


mountains back of Nordhoff and the 
Matilija. Stockmen just in from the 
ranges, report feed in abundance, and 
beef cattle in good condition. The 
young stock was never in better condl- 
tion at this season, having fully recov- 
ered from the effects of the drought 
prior to the March and April rains. 
Bean planting has begun and the crop 
will be in the ground by June 10. In 
some localities the crop is now in, and 
safe from possible damage by rain. 
Experts state that the ground was 
never in better condition than at this 
writing, but predict that the crop will 
average about one-third short. owing 
to lack of rain in some portions of the 
bean belt. Fruit farmers are wearing 
gloomy faces. and predict one-half of 
the usual yield in deciduous fruits. The 
late rains and atmospheric conditions 
have tended to blight the young buds, 
and no fruit will mature on most of the 
trees. Cherries, apricots, prunes and 
pears will average from one-half to 
three-fourths short. : 
J. F. McIntyre of Sespe, member 
of the State Bee Keepers’ Association, 
d one of the best-posted men in his 
line on the Pacific Coast, informed the 
Times -correspondent that bee feed 
would be scarce this season, and a short 
crop harvested in consequence. Feed 
is very short in the mountains, and 
the prospects are not bright for the 
immediate future. 
OIL PRODUCTION. 
Petroleum interests are advancing. 
Shipments by water-way for April 
a mounted to 34,000 barrels. The 
steamer Loomis, is making regular 
trips, and is being forced to the limit 
to meet the demand for fefinery and 
fuel oil in the San Francisco district. 
In this city the new refinery company 
is working full time, preparing for 
opening about June 1. Most of the ma- 
ehenary is in place, and slow fires have 
been running under the boilers pre- 
paratory to making the Initial run. The 
machinery ordered in the East has been 
shipped, is now. on the road, and will 
be placed in position as rapidly as may 
atter arrival. The company has 
in the expenditure of. 
money, and is now building a. cannery 
and warehouse in addition to the regu- 


lar plant. 

Mean while, the Union Oil Company 
has not been idle in the matter of 
extending their plant in the ocean 
front. This morning the floor of an ad- 
ditional 7000-barrel storage was 
laid, and the riveting is very nearly 
completed. This, when completed, will 
give nearly 50,000 barrels storage ca- 
pacity for the Union Company in this 
city. 

The oil now on storage in this city is 
the best grade mined in California, and 
the demand for it far exceeds the sup- 
ply.

The building of the substantial town 
of Hemet is not accidental. It came 
about as the result of the building of 
the Hemet dam and the consequent 
conservation of irrigation water. There 
are acres in the Hemet tract, and 
beautiful and fertile acres they are. 
The irrigation question is a settled one, 
with nothing to depend upon the future. 
As aman said today: From Siskiyou 
to San Diego there is but one com- 
pleted irrigation project, with water in 
abundance upon the land which owes 
no man a dollar, and that is at Hemet.” 

e the rain has deprived the ex- 
cursion party of much pleasure, the 
fact is in evidence that the trip has 
been profitable alike to the excursion- 
and the town, for everybody is 
singing the praiges of the prosperous 
and substantial place. The truth of 
this is shown by the fact that one-third 
of the excursionists have had their 
tickets extended to enable them to re- 
main over and study the resources of 
the valley at their leisure, the balance 
leaving here at 4:30 under the guid.
